Two Sohio officials said Friday 


they object to a proposed air qual- 
ity improvement plan for the 
Standard Oil of Ohio supertanker 
terminal in the Port of Ix>ng Beach. 


Their comments came during 


and after the first of two planned 
formal hearings by the Southern 
California Air Quality Management 
District (AQ.MD) on Sohio's applica- 
tion for permits to operate its pro- 
posed three-berth facility and nine 
storage tanks. 


THE AQMD's final decision on 


the project is not expected until 
September. 


During the day-long hearing in 


the Long Beach Civic Center, 
A Q M D Executve Director J.A. 
"Jeb" Stuart recommended 
thai 


the board grant permits for the 
project if Sohio agrees to several 
conditions, including an air pollu- 
tion "tradeoff" ratio of 1.2-to-t and 
assurances that the project will not 
reduce the state's natural gas pipe- 
line capacity. 


Under the plan. Sohio would re- 


move 1.2 pounds of pollution from 
the air for every pound it gener- 
ated. 


Long Beach attorney Charles 


Greenberg, counsel for Sohio, told 
AQMD board members, however, 
that Sohio docs not believe the 
AQMD's 1.2-to-l ratio is required in 
order to show "a demonstrable air 
quality benefit." 


Greenbcrg urged a one-to-one 


ratio. 


Robert Schaadt, vice president 


with Sohio Transportation Co., said 
after the day-long hearing t h a i 
while he was previously on record 
as promising Sohio could achieve 
the 1.2-to-l ratio, he wasn't certain 
whether Sohio would accept it. 


"That was before they (the 


AQMD) added these other sources 
of pollution to our account," he 
said. 


S c h a a d t 
declined t o s a y 


whether Sohio will accept 
the 


AQMD ratio, explaining that "it 
must be evaluated by our people (at 
Sohio corporate headquarters) in 
Cleveland." 


The question of tradeoff ratios, 


how they apply lo the project and 


whether Sohio will accept them, 
will probably decide the fate of (he 
oil company's attempts to move 
half of Alaska's North Slope oil 
through the Port of Long Beach to 
(he Midwest. 


State l a w . ihc controversial 


"New Source Review." requires a 
firm building a major project to 
remove more pollution from the air 
than it emits. 


Means to accomplish tins in- 


clude using "the best available con- 
trol technology" and for the firm lo 
prove it can "trade off" emissions 
from an unrelated "third party" 
source in return for credit for its 
own pollution. 


Sohio, for example, has offered 


to build double-sealed floating roof 
storage tanks and help three Long 
Beach-area dry cleaning plants re- 
duce their pollution, if local and 
state air quality agencies allow 
credit for (he cleanup against pollu- 
tion from the terminal.

Benefits 


I received over $300 in disability benefits during 


April and May (or a whiplash I received in an automo- 
bile accident. Of course I was oft work during thai time. 
Now I am working again and am wondering if I will 
have to pay back to the state any benefits I received. 
J.W., Long Beach. 


You do not have to pay back any portion of the 


benefits you received while temporarily disabled. State 
Disability insurance, which you received during that 
time, is deducted from your paycheck each month. It 
was established by the Stale of California to protect 
unemployed and disabled individuals against loss of 
wages and to assist in the payment of hospital expenses 
when employes are unable to perform their regular 
work because of sickness or injury. 


The purpose of this program is to compensate, in 


part, for a wage loss suffered by employes during a lime 
of injury or illness and to reduce the suffering caused hy 
resulting unemployment. 


Disability payments may be collected for a period 


of up to 26 weeks for each injury or illness. Weekly 
payments range from $25 to $119, depending on the 
amount earned hy a claimant during a three-month base 
period in the previous calendar year. If he should work 
part-lime during a period of disability, benefits would 
still be payable, but would be reduced.

However, it withheld hospital abortion 
privileges from (he doctor, who is accused of stran- 
gling an infant who survived an abortion. 


Waddill last month failed to get a court order 


lhal would have forced the hospital lo lake his 
patients. 


The doctor has pleaded not guilty to n charge 


that he killed the infant al the hospital March 2, 
Waridill claims the baby was stillborn. But another 
doctor. Ronald Conielsen, lias testified that Waddill 
strangled the infant because he feared it would have 
been damaged by Ihc saline abortion. Such abortions 
require that a salt solution be injected into the sac 
that contains the fetus 


Cornelsen said in a prolri.il hearing last month 


lhal Waddill had told him. "There would lie big 
lawsuits and il would cosl hundreds of thousands of 
dollars io support the baby." 


The abortion was performed on a teen-ager, who 


was 7'i months pregnant, under a state law lhal 
allows therapeutic abortions when a mother's health 
is in danger.

Leon Jaworski. although a director 
of the firm, had no advance knowl- 
edge of questionable payments it 
made abroad. 


Anderson. Clayton & Co. of 


Houston. Tex., issued the statement 
after Rep. Harold S. Sawyer, R- 
Mich.. held a news conference to 
call for a "public explanation" 
from Jaworski, former Watergate 
prosecutor named as counsel to the 
House ethics committee's investi- 
gation of alleged Korean influence- 
buying in Congress. 


A law partner of Jaworski in 


Washington, Peter A. White, said 
Jaworski considered the company 
statement to be the public explana- 
tion Sawyer asked. 


Sawyer told reporters t h a i 


since Jaworski has been named 
duel investigator of the bribery 


probe, lie should clarify whether he 
was involved in foreign bribes him- 
self. 


Sawyer said he raised the ques- 


tion because Jaworski was a direc- 
tor of (he Houston food company 
during the period it acknowledged 
m a k i n g "sensitive payments" 
abroad with the knowledge of cer- 
tain unnamed directors. 


Sawyer said he had no knowl- 


edge whether Jaworski was one of 
the directors who knew about the 
payments but said be wanted "a 
public explanation f r o m Mr. Ja- 
worski." 


The 
c o m p a n y i s s u e d a 


statement saying "Mr. Leon Ja- 
worski had no prior knowledge of 
these facts" and learned of them 
when all directors were informed 
at a board meeting alxntt the pay- 
ments. 


Sohio balks at pollution tradeoff 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (AP) - 


Search and cleanup squads moved 
through the flood-ravaged Johns- 
town area Friday with the dread 
certainty they would find more 
bodies in the mud-eneruslcd debris. 


The official death toll rose to 48 


as reports came in of more bodies 
being unearthed by exhausted refu- 
gees annd volunteers. And the esti- 
mate of damage caused by Wednes- 
day's rampaging (lash flood rose to 
$200 million. 


"There are many sections of 


the city that I am sure will reveal 
more bodies." said William Heslop, 
Johnstown director of public safety. 
"There's just no way of telling yet 
if anybody's in them. I'm telling 
you, 
some of the outlying areas 


look like they were bombed." 


Authorities were especially un- 


easy about what they might find in 
the Solomon Homes project in 
Johnstown's east end, where 500 
families lived before the torrent 
struck, 


"The project seemed to have 


gotten it very bad," said Detective 
Capt. Harold Berkebile. 


"I was down there this morning 


and you could smell it." added a 
city policeman. "It wasn't garbage. 
It was the smell of flesh." 


A n o t h e r hard-hit area was 


nearby West Taylor Township, 
where an earthen dam burst and 
washed away about a dozen homes 
Heslop said (here was an uncon- 
firmed report of 35 dead in the 
township, where some residents 
say up to 40 persons are missing. 
The area was accessible only on 
foot Friday. 


Helicopters 
dropped 
badly 


needed food, water and medicine — 
especially fresh water — into iso- 
lated communities Friday. The 
Civil Air Patrol in Pittsburgh was 
mobilized to transport supplies. 


The search for victims often 


was gruesome. 


"My husband was trying to pull 


a woman up out of the mud and all 
that came up was an arm," said 
Georgette Bilik, -12, who lives along 
the Concmaugh River about two 
miles west of Johnstown. 


Within the city, residents and 


store owners straggled in to survey 
their shattered homes and busi- 
nesses. Some were barefoot, other 
wore galoshes, and many carried 
lunches in paper bags. 


They mingled with National 


Guard troops and state police who 
patroled the streets.

President Carter declared tho 


region a federal disaster area on 
Thursday, and by early Friday, 
representatives of the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Administration 
were setting up the machinery to 
get help for flood victims. 


Communications in and put of 


Johnstown were gradually being re- 
stored, but telephone circuits re- 
mained overloaded. 


A spokesman for Bell Tele- 


phone Co., which operates long- 
distance lines into the area, said 60 
percent of the circuits were oper- 
able. 


"But people are trying to reach 


Johnstown at the rate of 7,000 to 
8,000 an hour. During our normal 
busy times there are only 300 calls 
an hour." 


Illegal-aliens plan 
faulty, U.S. admits

WASHINGTON-The 
Carter 


administration's plan for dealing 
with illegal aliens, to be unveiled 
shortly, fails to come to grips with 
the major problem: How to curb 
the flow of illegal immigration. 


Administration o f f i c i a l s in- 


volved in drafting the plan say its 
major thrust will be to try to deal 
humanely with the six to eight mil- 
lion illegal immigrants already in 
the U.S. 


But, they concede, there is little 


in it to keep an estimated 15 million 
to 20 million more illegal aliens 
from following their dreams of a 
belter life across U.S. borders by 
the end of the century. 


"It's a reasonable first step," 


said one U.S. official who worked 
on the plan. "That's about as much 
as I can say about it." 


These arc the main features of 


the administration proposal: 


—Illegal aliens who have been 


here more than seven years would 
be given permanent resident status 
and would be permitted to bring 
their families here. 


—Those who have been here 


loss than seven years, but who 
entered the country before last Jan. 


1, would be assigned to a "non- 
deportable status." They would be 
able to work, but would be denied 
welfare benefits and social serv- 
ices. They would not be able to 
bring in their families. 


—Heavy fines would be im- 


posed against U.S. employers who 
continue to hire illegal aliens. 


Asked why the administration 


did not extend legal-resident status 
to all illegal aliens already here, 
one official explained: "That would 
be the fastest way I kiiow to double 
or triple their number." 


Most of the nation's illegal 


aliens, he said, have come in since 
1972. There are no reliable figures 
on how many. 


".lust suppose," he said, "that 


we allow each of the eight million 
illegal aliens, assuming that's how 
many there are, to bring in one 
family member, and most have 
more waiting in their home coun- 
try. Suddenly we'd have 16 mil- 
lion." 


The administration hopes its 


plan will bring illegal aliens out 
into the open and thus provide a 
way to estimate their numbers.

The two undercover officers ar- 


rested Douglas after he drove them 
to the desolate desert area near 
Yucca Valley, about 30 miles north 
of Palm Springs. 


Items seized by police at the 


desert site included a bone saw, 


firearms, photographic equipment, 
carving knives and 
other 
tools, 


rope, unidentified chemicals and 
women's undergarments. 


Douglas' arrest ended a six- 


week investigation, during which 
an undercover policewoman agreed 
to recruit models for Douglas. 


Police said they were tipped on 


the plot by an unidentified Garden 
Grove woman, who reportedly was 
told by Douglas of his plan to stran- 
gle, kill and dismember 
models 


while taking still photographs of 
them in lesbian poses. 


Police s a i d that Douglas 


promised to pay her $1,000 for re- 
cruiting two lesbians to go with 
them to the desert. The informer 
backed out of the plot and told 
authorities, who arranged for two 
decoys—a policewoman from Hunt- 
ington Beach and a woman officer 
from the Orange County sheriff's 
department—to act as the intended 
victims. 


On Wednesday, the undercover 


policewoman, her partner and a 
third civilian woman drove with 
Douglas to Yucca Valley, followed 
in another car by male officers. 
Douglas was arrested by the two 
women officers. 


Douglas' wife, Gloria, told re- 


porters her husband is "a good 
f a m i l y m a n , a w o n d e r f u l 
provider." The couple has a 21- 
year-old son. 


Douglas was booked Thursday 


at Orange County Jail on charges 
of attempted murder and conspir- 
acy to commit murder.

The "gift of tongues" or 


glossalalia. the practice of 
speaking in patterns that 
resemble speech but can- 
not be understood as such, 
is believed to be a com- 
munication from the Holy 
Spirit to those who have 
been "baptised in the 
Spirit." after praying for 
i f . Frequently, the mo- 
ment in which this bap- 
tism is acknowledged in- 
cludes spasm-like jerks of 
ihc body and uncontrolla- 
ble jubilation. 


Although other "signs" 


of the baptism by Spirit 
a r e enumerated in the 
Bible, among them heal- 
ing and prophesy, glossa- 
lalia has become the hall- 
mark of Pentecostalism. 


C H A R I S M A T I C 


Christians believe t h a t 
every person can be so re- 
born and can receive the 
gifls.

Biblical 'evil under sun' still exists 


This is Ihc story ol a 


farm boy who made and 
Slave away millions. Claud 
II. Foster lived most o( his 
life in Cleveland and grew 
up on a farm. The family 
was poor, his father strug- 
gling under the burden of 
debt he had been carrying 
for years. At the age of 14 
young Foster got an idea 
(or helping his father. He 
asked permission to plant 
four acres of potatoes be- 
fore the frosts were nor- 
mally over in March. His 
father, though reluctant, 
finally gave his consent. 


The boy not only worked 


over these potatoes. He 
did more than that. He 
prayed over them, too. Ho 
was concerned lest they 
come up too soon and be 
frozen in early spring. But 
Ills efforts were crowned 
with success.

makes money." But this 
successful man modestly 
took no personal credit for 
his achievements. "Some- 


. thing was done for me." 
was his rather different 
way of explaining success. 


In explaining to a maga- 


zine writer who asked for 
the secret of his business 
success. Foster shocked 
the writer by declaring. 
"My best advice is that 
you get in touch with the 
'Secret Partner,' because 
He'll do something for you 
and don't think He won't." 


Arid who could this se- 


cret partner be. the re- 
porter asked 
doubtfully. 


The answer was simple 


• and direct: "God." 


Foster credits his "Se- 


. cret Partner" with guiding 


him to most of his success- 
ful ideas. His first inven- 
tion quite a long while ago 
was a musical auto horn 
which made him over 
*100.00fl. Then, while seek- 
ing an idea for an automo- 
bile shock absorber, this 
same Secret Partner "di- 
rected his attention" to a 
boat approaching a dock. 
On that dock, a workman 
was wrapping a rope 


oroiimt a pile to snub the 
boat. 


This simple observation 


was his inspiration (or the 
first successful shock ab- 
sorber 
for 
autos. The 


company he founded to 
manufacture this product 
Ihen grew to Ihe point 
where he was offered ten 
mill ion dollars for it. 


Foster made it a prac- 


tice to give most of his 
money away because of 
his feeling that he was 
m e r e l y "God's instru- 
ment" in the making of it. 
At a Cleveland dinner, he 
surprised the big crowd on 
hand by presenting checks 
totalling four million dol- 
lars to representatives of 
15 Protestant. C a t h o l i c 
and 
Jewish 
charitable 


organizations and Western 
Reserve University. He re- 
garded this act as "paying 
off God's share in their 
partnership in the 
way 


God wishes it done." 


Personally I became al- 


tractcd by Claud Foster's 
simple faith in God as a 
"Partner". I have written 
about this secret of per- 
sonal and business effec- 
tiveness by recommending 
such a "merger" with 
God. Actually I have found 
so many examples of ex- 
tremely successful 
men 


and w o m e n who have 
practiced (his rule thai to 
me Ihcre is no doubt of the 
validity of this spiritual 
and practical concept. 
Judging from Mr. Foster's 
experience, this point of 
view is certainly anything 
but impractical. 


Those to whom Ihe God 


partnership idea seems 
s t r a n g e w o u l d be sur- 
prised to know that not a 
few businessmen practice 
(his method of living and 
working. They are not the 
crackpot type either, but 
on Ihe contrary are very 
hard-boiled, practical 
men. 


1 have talked with many 


of them and their method 
seems to be summed up as 
follows: (1) They develop 
belief in Divine Guidance, 
that through prayer and 
meditation they may gain 
insights and illuminations 
which cause them to do 
the right thing and make 
right decisions. (2) They 
believe that God is not a 
shadowy, far-away being 
in Heaven, but an actual 
person w i t h whom they 
can talk and whose pres- 
ence they feel. (3) They try 
to do the right thing in 
everv situation.

' NEW YORK - 
"There is an evil 


which I have seen under Ihe sun," sor- 
rowed the preacher in Ecclesiastcs, "and 
it lies heavy on men." 


It is the central mystery of existence 


and it was (he point of President Carter's 
comment last week that "there are many 
things in life that are not fair" and which 
seem beyond any right answers. 


Obviously, inequities do exist; oppor- 


tunities vary widely; hardships strike 
some, nol others, and misfortunes occur, 
sometimes because of ignorance, apathy 
or misconduct, sometimes with no dis- 
cernible justification or explanation. 


The paradox, which has troubled 


other presidents as well as philosophers, 
conies from the seemingly contradictory 
forces in life that both build and advance 
it, yet heller-skelter, also deprive and 
break it. 


"Why docs the way of the wicked 


prosper?" demanded the prophet Je- 
remiah, while "infants and babes faint in 
the streets of the cily. They cry to their 
mothers, 'Where is bread ...?'" 


The "calaniity of the innocent." the 


outraged Biblical poet. Job, protests to 
God. " . . . 1 call aloud, but there is no 
justice." 


President Carter touched on the prob- 


lem in replying to a contention that the 
U.S. Supreme Court decision against gov- 
ernment medicaid funds for abortions 
deemed non-essential would unfairly 
deny them to the poor, but not the rich. 


"There are many things in lile that 


are not fair, that wealthy people can 
afford and poor people can't," he said.

He is the father of 
the spirits of all men, and 
he has a father's consider- 
ation for and interest in 
his children. His work and 
glory lie in their eternal 
welfare. 


Jesus Christ is his Son, 


begotten in the flesh. He 
lived, died, and was resur- 
rected in a literal sense as 
the New Testament re- 
counts. He was the Savior 
and Redeemer of men ac- 
c o r d i n g 
to

p l a n 


formulated 
before 
the 


world was created. He yet 
lives, a being of distinct 
form and personality. The 
Holy Ghost is a personage 
of spirit, yet nonetheless 
an individual personality.

death but that the quality 


of that salvation is deter- 
mined by our conduct for, 
as James said, "...as the 
Iwdy without the spirit is 
dead, so f a i t h without 
works is dead also." 


After our mortal death 


we shall not be arbitrarily 
divided into two fixed 
groups — inhabitants of 
heaven and hell. Jesus 
slated, "In my Father's 
house a r e m a n y m a n - 
sions."

It is to be attained 
by obedience to the com- 
mandments of God.

they joined. 
Paganisni 


was becoming monotheis- 
tic. Terlullian was being 
accused of taking a back- 
ward step because of his 
being a Christian and wor- 
shipping three Gods: The 
Father, The Son and the 
Holy Ghost, so Tertullian 
look the idea of the corpo- 
ration from Roman law 
and created the Trinity 
(three in one). 


About this time Tertul- 


i i a n dropped his pagan 
gods and became strictly 
a 
Christian. 
Then 
his 


pagan friends began chid- 
ing him about angering 
their God so he created 
the 
doctrine of Original 


Sin. Tertullian's doctrines 
were so contrary that only 
pagan converts accepted 
them and the main body of 
the church did not. It took 
a little over nine centuries 
for 
his doctrine 
to be 


permanently 
established 


in the church. So you see 
that it is pagans calling 
Christians non-Christians.

Imported auto industry 
hits $11.6 billion 


An independent study of the imported auto indus- 


try's impact on the U. S. economy and on the 
American consumer reveals that in 1975 the indus- 
try's sales totaled $11.6 billion, and that its more-than 
127,000 American employees received $1.48 billion in 
wages from nearly 4,500 imported car dealers. 


The study was releaed by Jack Andrews, presi- 


dent ot Circle Motors Inc., 1919 Lakewood Blvd., 
Long Beach. 


The study, prepared by Harbridgc House Inc., of 


Boston, was sponsored by the American Imported 
Automobile Dealers Association with financial sup- 
port from the Automobile Importers of America, 
Mercedes-Benz of North America and Volkswagen of 
America. 


The study disclosed these additional facts: 


— The imporled auto industry, with total assets 


in the U.S. exceeding $4.2 billion at the end of 1975, 
paid approximately $232 million in taxes that year; 


— No more than 10 U.S. companies have a 


domestic payroll as large as the imported auto indus- 
try's; 


— Jobs in the imported auto industry from I960 


to 1975 increased by 80 percent, an exceptionally high 
growth rate; 


— The 127,000 jobs provided by the industry 


equal those of aircraft engines, tires and telephone 
equipment while exceeding the number of jobs 
created by the advertising and paint industries. 


— U.S.-based assembly operations of foreign 


automobiles will begin in 1978, employing between 
2,000 and 5,000 workers and the assembly facilities 
will add nearly $300 million in the industry's invest- 
ment. 


THE IMPORTED automobile industry" is a net 


' contributor to employment in the United States and 
'. shifting the sale of 300,000 new units from the im- 
' ported to the domestic automobile industry would not 


generate any gain in net employment; in tact, a net 


'. loss of 3,060 jobs could result. 
; 
The Harbridgc House study reported that if 


'• 300,000 fewer imported cars were sold annually in the 
1 U.S., 360 independent businesses, each with annual 


• average sales of nearly $2 million, would disappear 
• the first year; ami that by the end of the second year 


another 250 businesses would be eliminated, putting 


• as many as 23,600 American employees out of work. 


The study discloses that in 1975 the imported 


' auto industry spent $120 million in port-related expen- 


ditures, $76 million for vehicle transportation and 
: $260 million for advertising and sales promotion serv- 


ices.

Paper bottles, 
branded eggs!

For a long time, you have been able to buy 


oranges with trade-marked names stamped on them. 
Soon, you also will get branded eggs. 


That's part of the big news at this year's West- 


ern Packaging Exposition at the Anaheim Convention 
Center, where 10,000 packaging executives have 
wound up three days of observing new equipment, 
methods and ideas in the industry. 


One new idea is a "retortable pouch," into which 


the food packing industry will pack complete dinners. 


The Army has been experimenting with the new 


version of canned C-rations for several years, and did 
it with a container of metal composite that seals the 
dinners in flat "pouches." They stack easily, do not 
need refrigeration, keep for long periods and can be 
heated quickly. They serve as their own dish for table 
use and can be discarded without washing. 


G. Thomas Hill, of Oakland, show spokesman, 


stressed that the Army experiments have worked out 
well, pioneering the way into commerce. 


AMONG OTHRK unusuals at the 
packaging 


extravaganza are paper boxes — holding up to five 
liters of wine — substitutes for glass bottles; new- 
plastic strapping for agricultural wrappings which 
once depended heavily on wire and other metals, and 
plastic wrappings for loads of fruit and other bulk 
products - which can be cold-sealed instead of by 
the usual hot-seal method. 


The show, the only one of its kind in the nation, 


featured exhibits by more than 300 companies. Al- 
most 1,000 machines were set up to produce thou- 
sands of packages to interest both manufacturers and 
the producers of agricultural products.

CMM gets approval 
to list platinum

CHICAGO - Chicago Mercantile Exchange has 


been granted approval by the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission to list platinum futures on its 
International Monetary Market division, Everett B. 
Harris, president, said. 


No specific dale for trading in the precious metal 


will be set, Harris said, until the board of governors 
meets on Aug. 1. 


The CKTC's approval came more than a year 


after the CME submitted the 100-troy-ounce contract 
for consideration. The exchange had been working on 
a platinum contract since 1973 at the request of 
Precious Metals Trade, which represents customers 
in the petroleum, chemical, automotive, and electri- 
cal industries. These lour industries utilized about 86 
percent of the platinum sold in 1975. 


"THIS REPRESENTS the second precious metal 


to be listed for trading on the IMM," Harris said. 
"Some of the entreaties to trade platinum have come 
from active supporters of the IMM's gold contract. 
With a knowledgeable 
membership in the field of 


precious metals, it is natural that the IMM list 
commodities which will broaden existing fields and 
offer new opportunities for members to test their 
expertise." 


Harris added, that "this contract was designed 


to attract the widespread participation of hedgers."

Dollar falls 
to 21 cents

Some people say the old days were the clays, 


while others say the best time to enjoy life is now and 
in the future. 


This is debatable on various levels, hul one thing 


is certain: the value of the dollar was much higher in 
the old days. 


This was pointed out by Robert Williams, direc- 


lor of the UCLA Business Forecasting Department. 
He said the dollar has lost badly in the last 40-plus 
years. 


"For instance," he said, "the dollar today could 


only purchase 21 percent of the goods it could in 1933. 
The purchasing power of the dollar is only 21 cents, 
in comparision to 1933, and mosl likely will drop 
more." 


And what are the reasons for the declining value 


of the dollar. Some analysts say high wages, others 
cite massive trade and balance of Irade deficits, 
while still others say the United States is not competi- 
tive enough in the world economy. 


As far as the latter is concerned, some experts 


its not so much competitive weakness as it is Ihe 
surge in oil prices and the increase in American 
imports of oil. 


"The amount and price of oil definitely has a lot 


to do with the declining value of the dollar." Williams 
said. "Statistics show (hat we'spend billions off 
dollars for oil and very little of this money returns to 
(his country." 


AN ANALYSIS of imporls shows that American 


imports are expected to reach 1150 billion this year, 
and of this total more than £40 billion may be oil. It 
will lake about one-third of this country's exports just 
to pay for the oil it imports. 


In volume items American imporls of oil are 7(1 


percent greater than in 1972. If prices had stayed the 
same, this volume of additional oil would have in- 
creased the American import by less than $3.5 billion. 
But the price of oil went up from an average of i2.53 
a barrel in 1972 to $13.25 this year, an increase of 500 
percent. 


While oil prices play a big part in the declining 


value of the dollar, so does "cost push inflation." 
related Williams. Push inflation is related to wage 
and price increases. 


Since Americans ask more for their labor, they 


must pay more for the goods. The results. Williams 
pointed out. is a "Catch 22" situation where everyone 
loses, especially the dollar. 


II you're wondering how lo strengthen (he dolUir. 


f)r. Williams suggested we import less oil and re- 
strain wages and prices.

to minimize their loss to casino gam- 
bling at the Southern New Jersey re- 
sort, are beginning an advertising cam- 
paign that might run into the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 


THE ADS will be placed right 


around Atlantic City. 


"We're planning to use billboards 


along roads leaving Atlantic City, Idl- 
ing people about Las Vegas in a 
straightforward way." said Rossi 
Ralenkotter, marketing research man- 
ager of the I>as Vegas Convention and 
Visitor Authority. 


"There is no way AUanlic City is

The billboards will show a young 


couple in casual dress with palm trees 
and rugged mountains in the back- 
ground.

"We want the people leaving Atlan- 


tic City to know that Las Vegas is the 
entertainment and gaming capital of 
the world and the billboards will rein- 
force that for us," Ralenkotter said. 


THE VEGAS AD campaign would 


coincide with the opening of the casinos 
in Atlantic City, which is expected to be 
either late this fall or on New Year's 
Day. 


He said the billboard 
campaign 


eventually might expand into Ihc print 
and broadcast outlets, particularly in 
New York City and Philadelphia, "de- 
pending on the budget." 


Speaking of the budget, the conven- 


tion and visitors authority just won 
tentative approval to spend $2.9 million 
on national advertising, up from J2.2 
million a year ago. The funds are raised 
from a 6 percent room tax (there are 
37,070 rooms in Las Vegas), 1 percent 
from gaming revenues and the remain- 


der from rentals of facilities for conven- 
tions and a stadium for sports events. 


By comparison, Atlantic City has 


been promoting its attractions on a 
shoestring. The resort's convention and 
tourist bureau is operating this year on 
$610,000, which is raised from business- 
men, hotelmcn, several airlines, bus 
companies, restaurants and p r i v a t e 
donations. 


IN ADDITION, the city's puhlic 


relations bureau has about $400,000 to 
spend, with most of that coming from a 
5 percent room tax (Atlantic City now 
has 10.000 rooms). 


However, with the advent of casino 


gambling, the combined budget could 
swell to $2.5 million, according to Jerry 
Kauper, director of the convention and 
tourist bureau. 


He said that 410,000 conventioneers 


visited Atlantic City last year and spent 
$102 million. But, since passage of (he 
casino gambling referendum, his staff 
already has lured $71 million in conven- 
tion bookings between 1978 and 1982, 
and $255 million in tentative bookings 
between 1979 and 1986.

New Yorlc's no home 
to lonely guy Reggie 


Frustration 


That's been the name of the game for 
Reggie Jackson this season, as he tries to 
win the hearts of New York players and 
fans, but, so far, winds up with only 
heartaches.

NEW YORK — It isn't easy being Reggie Jack- 


son. 


Good looking, intelligent, articulate and rich, 


Jackson should have the key to this city. Instead he is 
being locked out. The fans bop him, his teammates 
don't understand him and his manager wants to 
punch him. 


Insulted at home games and taunted on the road, 


he is a man without a city. As the object of halo 
wherever he goes, the parallel with Jackie Robinson 
30 years ago seems valid. 


Robinson was not accepted by many players and 


fans because he was the first black. In some circles, 
color has a bearing on why Jackson's fan club does 
not need a big room for its meetings. But for the 
average fan who looks at statistics rather than skin, 
the criticism goes deeper. Jackson is not playing or 
acting like a $2.9 million player. 


It is that simple. 
"Nine out of 10 guys would love his statistics," 


said Sal Bando of Milwaukee, Jackson's friend dating 
back to their championship days in Oakland. "I 
wouldn't sell him short. With all the pressure he's 
under, I think he's having an outstanding year. 


"All season long he's been baiting fifth, sixth or 


seventh, and taking enormous abuse from the press 
and fans, but he still made the All-Star team. 


"The pressure on him is unbclieveable. If I were 


in his position, I know I couldn't handle it." 


Bando, a free agent, signed in mellow Milwau- 


kee, the center of middle America. Expectations ran 
lower there, and Bando, who signed a $1.4 million 
contract for five years, says he has not been booed at 
home — even though he has had his troubles at the 
plate. 


JACKSON, BATTING .286 with 16 home runs, 50 


rims batted in and a team-leading nine game-winning 
hits, was the only Yankee booed in Thursday night's 
douhleheader with the Brewers. He has now come lo 
accept negativism from the fans. 


"I've had my troubles all over, on and off the 


field. It's reached the point where I now expect the 
worst." 


The low point may have come Tuesday night. 


Uoocd in his own ballpark in the All-Star game, 
Jackson tried winning over the fans — as he often 
does — by signing autographs late into the night. 
Weary and mentally drained, Jackson excused him- 
self from Ihe autograph session. 


Jackson, who was with his parents and girl 


friend, then was subjected to a stream of profanities 
from some of the kids. Jackson couldn't take it 
anymore. He chased one 13-year-old, but never 
caught him, he said. 


THE TEEN-AGER claimed he was roughed up 


by Jackson, a charge that has been refuted by 
several eyewitnesses. A good deed by Jackson had 
lurned into another nightmare. • 


"Reggie Jackson is one of the most accommo- 


dating baseball players in the major leagues," said 
Yankees owner George Steinbrenner. "He 
often 


spends as much as a half-hour in the crowd after the 
games signing autographs and talking, and you could 
not ask for anything more from a ballplayer." 


But Jackson hasn't been entirely blameless. In 


his first season with the American League cham- 
pions, Jackson was quoted in Sport magazine as 
saying only he could be the team leader, not Thur- 
man Munson, last year's Most Valuable Player in the 
American League and the team captain. 


"The Munson article was out of bounds," Jack- 


son now admits. "Everything else I have done, I 
would do the same." 


That apparently includes the time he hit a home 


run and refused to shake his teammates' hands. And 
last month, Yankees manager Billy Martin and Jack- 
son had words, then almost got into a fight during a 
nationally televised game in Boston. 


Jackson is a proud man, who sometimes turns 


his anger into destructive behavior. He needs lo be 
wanted. Martin could make him feel welcome, but he 
doesn't seem to want to. He never wanted to sign 
Jackson in the first place. 


"Martin's the manager. He has lo lead," said 


Dr. David Brook, a staff psychiatrist at the Mt. Sinai 
School of Medicine. "He should know that Jackson 
needs strong paternal support. 


"Bui inslead of patting him on the back, all he 


wants to do is cream him. 


"1 feel sorry of Jackson. He can't get support 


anywhere. The fans hate him, the manager hates him 
and his teammales hale him."

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - On March 1 of 


this year, Ron Howard turned 23. On 
March 2 he began directing his first fea- 
ture movie, "Grand Theft Auto." 


A $600,000 movie is a pretty expensive 


toy to entrust to a 23-year-old, even one 
who has been around the movie business 
for 19 years. But Ron Howard demon- 
strated the cool competence he displayed 
in his acting career, from "The Andy 
Griffith Show" to "Happy Days," and 
from "Music Man" to "The Shoolist." 


HE MAKES no pretense about 


"Grand Theft Auto." It is, says Variety, 
"the las! word in the car crash genre, a 
nonstop orgy of comic destructiveness. . 
. Howard has directed with a broad but 
amiable and well-disciplined touch in this 
screwball comedy . .." 


Howard adds: "1 figured if you were 


going to make a car chase movie, make a 
car chase movie. Go all out." 


He did. "Grand Theft Auto" crashes 


everything from buses to a Krlls-Royce. 
making a Demolition Derby seem like 
visiting day at the old folks home. 


"I guess I've thought about directing 


since I was 8 or 9 years old, without 
realizing it," said Howard at the cozy 
laurel Canyon home he shares wilh his 
wife Cheryl. "Recently I came across an 
interview that Time magazine did in con- 
nection wilh 'The Courtship of Eddie's 
Father.' 1 was asked what 1 wanted to be, 
and 
1 said, 'An actor-writcr-producer- 


director-camcraman.'" 


IN TERMS OK experience, Ron How- 


ard was ideally suited to pilot a feature 
movie. He began his career at I, appear- 
ing in "The Journey" wilh Yul Brynner 
and Deborah Kerr. He made many TV 
appearances before landing an eight-year 
run with Andy Griffith. He played Henry 
Fonda's son on the briefer "Smith 
Family" series, has done Disney movies, 
the near-classic "American Grafilti" as 
well as the immensely popular "Happy 
Days." 


"1 started fooling around with a 


supcr-8 camera when 1 was 15, making 
movies with my brother Clint and his 
friends." Howard recalled. He continued 
through high school and majored in 
cinema arts at USC. 


When "Happy Days" was being shot 


with one camera, movie-style. Ihe execu- 
tive producer suggested that Ron take a 
flier at directing. He declined for sound 
reasons: 


— "My relationship with the others in 


the cast. 1 was not established as a 
leader, and 1 knew it would be awkward 
for me to lei! Tom Bosley how to play a 
scene. 


— "Jerry Harris was directing most

But 
while Sarlre's "No Exit" tried to 
illuminate our spiritual nakedness 
with philosophy, Friedman in his 
play, "Steambath," snaps a wet 
towel at our vulnerably bare-bot- 
tomed psyches. 


And F r i e d m a n , author of 


"Scuba Duba" as well as such bril- 
liantly biting novels as "A Mother's 
Kisses," has the comic genius to 
bring off the idea that absurdity is 
its own best anodyne—and perhaps 
the only one. 


AS IN Sartre, the characters 


are dead, trapped in the nowhere of 
a stcambath. There's a door to the 
Beyond. Heaven or hell? We don't 
know, but it can't be all bad—John 
Hodiak is there. 


Long Beach City College's Sum- 


mer Repertory Theater Company is 
presenting a proficient interpreta- 
tion oi the Friedman play through 
Sunday. The theater is located at 
4901 E. Carson Blvd. 


Simmering in slight discomfort 


is the stcambath's motley lot, each 
with his story to tell. There is tittle 
overt plot except for the vain at- 
tempt of Tandy, played by T.L. 
Robbins, to return to the living. 


What moves the play along arc 


the individual revelations, the bag- 


gage and debris and despair of 
urban life that each has carried 
into this way station: the unpaid 
bill at Bloomingdale's, the unfin- 
ished historical novel on Char- 
lemagne, the charity work with 
brain-damaged welders. 


It's all borne buoyantly on the 


billowing Friedman humor. 
"I've 


had some wonderful sweats in my 
time," says the Old Timer, relish- 
ing the steam room. 


The sexy blonde confesses that 


she thought death meant being con- 
demned to spend each night in a 
different Holiday Inn.

Another character cherishes 


nostalgic memories of a generation 
rich enough to produce two such 
stalwarts as Dane Clark and Nor- 
man Podhoretz. 


Friedman's most elaborate joke 


is God — who is not only allive and 
well but a Puerto Rican Steambath 
altendant. When He orders a sand- 
wich He says, "You burn the toast, 
I smite you with my terrible sweeft 
sword." 


Loren Ahnaguer plays God with 


a Method madness, dominating the 
stage. Scratching at his T-shirt or 
sweeping the floor of Jules Lauve 
ill's superb, steam-jetting set, 
Ahnaguer transforms Godly re- 
moteness into a hip detachment, as 


via a video monitor. He wreaks 
havoc on the San Diego Freeway or 
on a jet plane over Denver. 


He's not all bad. He makes 


trees, fixes hernias and demon- 
strates His omnipotence to doubt- 
ing Tandy by picking a lock with 
His teeth. 


Tandy's female companion is 


credibly played by Mary Porlncr. 
Glen Hallstrom gives a strong per- 
formance as the Old Timer. 
Kenneth Freedman does a better- 
than-average job as Bicbcrman —

The 
Cerritos

Agency, which funds major con- 
struction projects in the city, has 
said it will cover the auditorium's 
estimated cost of <5 million but 
insists on some scheduling priority. 


The Cerritos Cojlege Board of 


Trustees says it will donate 13.5 
acres for construction on the cam- 
pus, which straddles the Ccrritos- 
Norwalk city line, but lhat giving 
one city special treatment would be 
unfair. 


While both sides are in favor of 


Ihc auditorium, lo he used for cul- 
I l i r a I e v e n t s in the 
e i g h t 


surrounding cities, the parties are 
deadlocked on scheduling. 


Construction of the auditorium 


would relieve the Redevelopment 
Agency of paying the college some 
of the tnxo; <'ie agency will take in 
over its 20-year lifetime. 


In June, the college trustees 


overturned a previous decision, 
saying they would accept the agen- 
cy's proposal to construct the audi- 
torium instead of cash. The con- 
struction would be in lieu of $10 
million in tax increment funds.
